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1) HS FARM. ("Mivrak") 


The Agricultural Training Marm in Jerusalem, the last target 
of Arab fire, is situated within a zone protected by the Interna— 
tional Red Cross; so is the former Iigh Commissioner's residence, 
from which the fire was directed, 


A lesson is to be drawn from this incident. 


In the course of a whole generation many Jews earnestly be- 
lieved that training farms could be cstablished under the pro- 
tection of foreien bayonets and that the whole of uretga-Israel 
could have heen suecessfully turned into into a gigantic model 
training farm for “good children", who will be safe fron attack 
by virtue of being gocd farmers as well as law-abiding citizens, 
obedient to foreign rule, Whe truth that a Jewish farn could 
not exist in a close proxinity to the High Gonmiss ioner's palave 
has had to be learned at the cost of blood. 

It is immaterial, who ig actually in the possession of the 
balawe; so Leng as it is not occupled by us, the arm is merely 
a forward position between Taipioth and it. 


The logic that demonstrates the inherent folly of the notion 
that our farms zould exist safely under the protection of the 
Mandate, is equally applicable to the State of the Pyain. AS 
long as the Jarmish rule dows not spread over the whole of the 
homeland, as 1 ond as a considsrable pertion of it is in foreign 
hands, the pos ition of the State of Isracl is as precaricus as 
that of the Apiricultural “raining Farm nour the Commissioner & 
Palase, As lo ng as there renain palaces not in our hands » we 
Cannot afford to be "good children". ‘he International Rea 
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Cross, that permitted Arab forces to occupy the palace, will 
likewise deliver into their hands everything that we may ontrust 
to its. sare and responsibility, The sane goes for every form of 
international atministration. The same goes for the date cf 
termination. of the truce, which Mr. Shoertok asked the Security 
Oouncil to determim, 30 long as the decision does not rest 
with us it 18 in the position of thc High Commissioner's palace: 
ostensibly in the hands of an international body, its fate will 
be decided by tho Arabs. 


The warnings issued by representatives of the United States 
and Canada against any party that would break the truce, have the 
Same value as the Red Grogs flag over theo Comnissione:'s palace: 
though issued to both sides, they mean only us. 


We must not permit ourselves to be seared by these threats; 
they will be never rCalised. But we have to tate timely precau— 
tions to safeguard our State arm of Isracl, and there can be no 
adequate safeguarding it as long as vantage points are in the 
hands of the U.N.O. or the Red. Cross .» 


The Arabs know what they want, but have not the strength to 
got it, 


We have tho strength, but are not cuite sre about what we 
really want. 


2) NC TIMB LIX now. (Broadcast 19,8.48, ) 


The Security Council is again grappling the Palestine prob= 
lem. Delegates cf the United Spates and Canada issued severe 
warnings, threatening with sanctions any party that would end the 
truce,. In view of the scale and nunber of truce violations since 
its: coming into force, the warning seems to be somehwaat belated, 
If all Arab attacks, movements. of their troops. etc, have in the 
past failed to produce any reaction fron tha United Nations Orga— 
nisation and its member-states, then what in the World ha@ at last 
moved the two above-naned countries to take their step? It is a 
safc guess that a disquicting rumour had reached them, the rumour 
that the Jews had finally made up their mind and were about to 
solve the problem ones for all by force of aris, 

The United States of Messrs, Truman & Marshall ig very 
apprehensive of a possible reneval of hostilites, as they may 
lead to the whole of the country being scized by the Jews, 
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It would prefer to sec a small Jewish state, living in a never- 
ceasing fear of aggression fron its truculent neighbours and 
secking protection. (at the price of indcpendence) of Uncle Sam. 
But what the United States: is interested most in, is the conti- 
nuation of the truce itself. The truce provides it with an exel- 
lent opportunity to establish here its effective nilitary control 
under the muise of the Truse Observation Commission. The end of 
the truce will place the United States before the dilemma of 
either withdrawing fromthe country, or taking the course of a 
direct military occupation of it, with all risks and dangers 
attendant, Therefore it gives its full backing to the truce, 
that threatens to crush the young state by the stagrering load 
of prolonged war expenditure without war, in the hope that the 
enfeeble@ Isracl will be forced to accept american financial aid 
(at the creditor's terms of course) and become more tractable 

on the matter of frontiers, 


The cbjoct of the U. 8, ~ Sanadian threat is clear, but it 
should not be taken too seriously. The American inperialsim has 
not yet reaehed the gtage of imposing® its will by sheer force. 
OnLy yessgerday we were told by Iir. HWewnan of the heavy pressure 
applied by the United States in order to prevent the establish- 
ment of the State of Isracl on 15th May. President Vrunan even 
offered his private planc to take to Pel-Aviv a speeial envoy to 
that end, But in spite of this pressure tho tate of Israel came 
intobeing. The United States hastened thon to grant it its 
recopnition, The American public opinion is still firmly opposed 
to sending troops abroad in general, and to Palestine in particu- 
lar, ond is largely favourable to the new state. 


The only conclusion we can draw from the U. S. - Janadian 
threat is that the sooner we put an ond to the truce and occupy 
the rest of the country the better. The moment when one imperla- 
list power is withdrawing and another is not yet bold enough be 
move into its place is, indeed, a golden opportunity.
